Again, The ſame Author reils us, that if che Moon be 
Eclipſed in the ſecond Decade of Lzbra, (as the firſt of 
theſe) ir threatens a Rot to fall amongſt Puttyſoggers, 1n- 
formers, Trepanners, and luch like Men of Craft and Cruelty, 
and that they ſhall ſeverely ſuffer for their Knaverz—— Ay- 
thors add, that an Eclipſe of either Luminary in the Airy 
Triplicity, is the Forerunner of Famine, and Peflilenr 
Diſcaſes, deſperate Sickneſs, high and ftormy nds, blow- 
ing Trees down by the Roots , and many Houſes alfo-— 
Bur this muſt be underfiood chiefly tn thoſe places which 
are under the Sign the Eclipſe falls in. Burt has been ob- 
ſerv'd in our Ape, that Eclipſes have nor had ſuch violene 
ſgnifications upon Mankind, and the Earth, wich whar ir 
produces in general , as Authors declare frequently in their

to their threatning Effecs.
